The name of the Calgary and Edmonton new 
town site is likely to hoodwink the public. 

At a meeting of citizens held here, on Satur- 
day, the 13th inst., it was decided to stay by 
the old town, to refuse to ed lots in the new 
town site, and to direct all the business in our 

wer towards our own town and those doing 
pusiness in it. The action of the Calgary & 
Edmonton railway company, calling their new 
townsite ‘‘Macleod,” arte condemned, as 
likely to deceive the outside public into the 
idea that they were buying lots in the old esta- 
blished town of Fort Macleod, or as it is 
generally known ‘‘Macleod.” Much amuse- 
ment was occasioned by the fact that the Cal- 

ry & Edmonton railway company have 
named all their streets after Macleod people, 
such as ‘Campbell street,” ‘‘Grady street,” 
“Ryan street,” ‘‘Miller avenue.” etc., we sup- 
pose with the idea that this would induce us to 

ay them $175 for a lot with the honor of 
avin street in the prairie named after us 
thrown in. The fact that the Canadian Pacific 
railway have no interest whatever in the town- 
site was made known, 

Macleod, August l4th, 1892. 


A Chinese leper was discovered rsceutly in a 
Mongolian laundry in San Francisco, where he 
had been working for four years, until a few 
weeks ago, when the disease made such prog- 
ress he could not stand on his legs. He was 
found on a large 7 of soiled clothing belong- 
ing to patrons of the establishment, which was 
awaiting the cleansing process.

The Toxthaatis sores Were upon his face, and 
when he arose to a sitting posture to greet his 
listeners, he exposed an ankle that was one 
mass of rottenness. The ravages of the dis- 
ease had been concentrated on this limb, and 
the running sores were sickening to behold, He 
calmly admitted he had been a leper for four 
years, but he said he had to live, so he washed 
and ironed clothes in a large laundry, whose 
patrons are all white people. He was removed 
to the pesthouse, where he cannot live long. 


Calgary Herald, August 17th, The Winni- 
pes Free Press publishes a column editorial 
denouncing Calgary people for their treatment 
of the Chinese and leaving the impression that 
Chinese would be received with open arms in 
Winnipeg. A day or two later it published a 
Calgary telegram stating that the Chinamen 
were leaving for Winnipeg, giving it the head- 
ing, ‘‘We Don’t Want Them.” A similar tele- 
gon in the Winnipeg Tribune is headed ‘‘We 
do not Wish to Invite Them.’’—As ever, it is 
distance that lends enchantment to the view.

DELEGATES’ LETTER. 
The following is the report made by the 


Michigan delegates who recently visited Kd- 
monton district: 


On Monday, August the 2nd, we took the. 


Edmonton and Calgary railroad for Edmonton, 


a distance of 192 miles in northerly direction. | 


We found the appearance of the country improve 
as we travelled north; 50 miles from Calgary all 


the growth commenced to be very luxurious, | 


the grass being especially good. We found that 
many settlers were already in the country, and 
every station filled with anxious land hunters. 
At Edmonton and points south and east of it 
settlers can procure at the stores all require- 
ments at a fatr price. There are two coal mines 


at Edmonton. Coal is sold at $2,40 or $2.75 | 


per ton delivered. Gold is being procured by 
many placer miners on the bars of the North 
Saskatchewan. We were informed that each 
man averaged from $2 to $3 per day. They are 
testing for oil west of Hidencnton. with fair 
prospect of success. The game through the 
country is very plentiful. We saw a great 
many flocks of prairie chickens, ducks and 


geese, and in our opinion it is the sportsman’s | 


piradise. The shooting season for prairie 
chicken commences on September Ist and ducks, 
geese, etc., on August 15th. It would be diffi- 
cult to conceive more favorable conditions for 
settlement then are to be met with in the coun- 
try we traversed. Good soil, water, timber, 
hay, coal easily and cheaply mined on the Sas- 
katchewan river. It seems to crop out every- 
where. The opinion of delegates as regards 
the opportunities of the Northwest for settle- 
ment would be this: That whilst the entire 
country seems well adapted for stock raising, 
the district around Edmoeton, so far as we saw, 
was beyond our expectation suitable for mixed 
farming. Wheat was especially good, also oats 
and barley, and as eastern farmers we would 
say of the timothy grass, it was as fine as can 
be produced in any country and we believe it 
can be raised with profit to the farmer as the 
country becomes more improved by settlers, 
from our observation. In going east about 
thirty-six or forty miles vegetation was growing 
nicely and looking well; in our opinion it is to 
he the future country in the Northwest. We 
can say from evidence within our knowledge 
that any man who will endeavor to makea 
home can do so in this district. It certainly 
has the best depth of soil. In this country hay 
is abundant aud all kinds of the small wild 
fruits such as strawbeu.rios, gooseberries, wild 
currants and wild blackberries abound. 

The Edmonton district surpassed our expecta- 
tions, we found a country that is well adapted 
for mixed farming, with an inexhaustible black 
loamy soil, well watered and well timbered, 
The conditions in that respect would compare 
favorably to the state of Ilinois; wheat, oats, 
barley and hay will grow in abundance. We 
saw timothy and potatoes as good as ever we 
saw in the east, and we see no reason why any 
person in the east who is burdened with taxes 
and interest should not go at once and make a 
home in the beautiful Northwest if he car, 
There hehas a good healthy climate, no taxes 
to speak of, good land, no mortgages, no inter- 
est, and where with a little energy and presev- 
erance he could make himself a comfortable and 
happy home. 

The soil is from one and one-half to three 
feet deep, a black loam similar to the soil of 
our Michigan river flats only heavier, and rests 
upon a clay subsoil which is in itself most black 
and rich, The climate is mild, many farmers 
telling us that horses get a good living runniug 


out all winter, and that last season there was | 


very little or no sleighing there being so little 
snow, It was the same the winter before an 
we believe is generally so. The crops of wheat 


were tine and stand very even about as high as 


the fence tops, about four and a half to five feet, 
and imdicatinga yield of 25 to 30 bushels per 
acre. They will be ready to harvest about 
August 2th.

also laid before the members. Hitherto this 
vote has been separated at Ottawa into its 
several items, so that an amount appropriated 
to a certain Ag? a must be used for that pur- 
pose or not at all. Consequently there was no 
inducement towards economy on the part of the 
Northwest government. ow every ag of 
the $193,200 is expended as the assembly may 


the control of their own schools as contemplated 
by the law. There was a large influx of people 
to these Territories, and the best people who were 
coming were our own people irom tario and 
Quebec. Would a step calculated to curtail 
the privileges and hurt the feelings of the people 
of one of these provinces be a direct slap at 
immigration to the Territories? As to language 
Fronch people were not foreigners. They were 
the first Canadians, they loved their language 
and would teach it to their children, but were 
not the less loyal citizens and true Canadians as 
had been proved on many a battle field. The 
clause prohibiting clergymen from acting in 
certain capacity was an insult and outrage.

As 
the bill empowered the executive to call in 
advice from any source, the abolition of the 
board of education would result in an increase 
of expense, not a diminution. While it would 
be an advantage to have the control of scl.oo's 
brought more directly under the control of the 
assemnbly, the proposed bill did not do that. 
The head of educational aflairs would be the 
superintendent who would be as_ irresponsible 
as the present board of education, and besides 
could not represent the interests of the religious 
community, The spirit of the bill was an at- 
tack on the rights of that minority. In the 
section providing for the establishment of sepa- 
rate schools, the wording of the Northwest Act 
was changed to affect such schools prejudicially. 
A public school could be erected on petition of 
three ratepayers, while ten were required to 
sign for a separate school. The method of con- 
trol for separate schools should be satisfactory 
to the minority. This question was full of dan- 
ger to public men. Dalton McCarthy had 
nade a failure of his life by attacking it. Great 
trouble had occurred in Manitoba and the end 
was not yet. In our own assembly if the leader 
of the house was in a critical position at thepre- 
sent moment 8 reported it would be 04 account 
(f having ‘‘monkeyed with the band wagon,” 

Davidson did not approve of all the provisions 
of the bill, but if the fullest liberty of amend. 
ment were allowed in committee of the whole 
h: would support the second reading. 

Oliver supported the second reading. It was 
a fair business proposition that the more closely 
the affairs of the assembly were brought under 
its control the more economically aud efficieut- 
ly they could be administered. " This was the 
tendency of the proposed bil.

Diil seconded the second reading and replied 
to the member for St. Albert. As long as the 
provision regarding separate schoo!s remained 
in the Northwest Act he would feel bound to 
respect it, but he would not see that the pro- 

yosed council of public instruction was any in- 
} ingement upon the provisions of that Act any 
more than the board of education. He must 
resent the imputation upon the executive that 
it would not act fairly. One of the members 
represented a Roman Catholic constituency, 
surely he would deal fairly by his constituents 
and their co-religionists. If our people were 
yoing to the States they were going to a coun- 
try where separate schools were unknown and 
the French language was not allowed to be 
taught. ‘Lhe argument that we would draw 
them here by providing the condition from 
which they seemed desirous of escaping did not 
seein good. The question might be dangerous 
to public men, but some public men could be 
compensated for apparent failure by the know- 
ledge that they had done their duty, and were 
heid in high honor for having done it. 

Cayley would be compelled to vote against 
the second reading on account of the provisions 
regarding the council of public instruction. As 
long as separate schools were admitted he did 
not believe in faltering away their rights. He 
criticized at length many details of the bill and 
pointed out that the provision regarding a uni- 
form system of text books was an attack upon 
Catholic sights. He approved of many points 
in the bill and considered that the introducer 
had done a great deal of valuable work on it, 
but he would be compelled to. support the 
amendment, 

Haultain could not support all the provisions 
of the bill, but thought on the whole its tend- 
ency ¥ a; good and would vote for the second 

_reading if full freedom to amend were allowed 
in committee. He strongly objected to the 
provis 0: enfo-cing a uniform system of text 
books. ‘Lhis would be an infringement on a 
c mstit ional right and besides w.ud not le 
fair, tle objected to the provisions regarding 
clergymen, He would goa long way with the 
bill as to the teaching of Kuglish only, but the 
subjre. should be handed delicately and with 
due rezard to circumstances. He favored the 
s ngle tax idea as an experimeut, and feel like 
allowing school districts to adopt that principle 
itthey wished. He went at iength mto the 
working of the proposed council of public in 
struction and compared it with similar bodies 
cisowhere.

Davidson introduced amendments to the 
municipal ordinance. 

Cayley’s bill to incorporate the Bishop of 
Saskat cheWwalh was read a second time. 

Haultain’s bill respecting marriages was read 
a second time. The bill does away with marri- 
age commissioners and compels the publication 
of banns if banns are used for two weeks. 

The report of the immigration committee in 
favor of continuing the present arrangement 
for advertising the Territories in the Western 
World at $700 a year for two pages a month 
was carried, 

The report of the special committee on land 
titles offices was adopted. It is as follows: 

The special committee appointed to consider 
the question of drafting a memorial to the Do- 
minion government on Land Tittle Offices in 
the Territories, reports the following resolution: 

That the attention of the legislative assembly 
of the Territories has been called to the fact 
that a bill, introduced into parliament last ses- 
sion, proposed to materially modify the prin- 
ciples upon which the registration of land titles 
in the Northwest has principally been found 
adapted to the requirements of the country, to 
a centralized one, which, in the opinion of the 
assembly, would not be so edad 

That, in considering the matter the assembly 
isagreed that the time has come when control 
of the registration of land titles may safely be 
vested in the Territorial government under 
whose management it is judged that the system 
without disturbing the present incumbents of 
office or their emoluments, could be materially 
cheapened both in cost of management and in 
the fees chargeable to the public; 

That, in legislating upon property and civil 
rights, which is within the competence of the 
assembly, ordinaces have been passed in regard 
—avmongst other things—-to Mechanies’ Liens, 
Expropriation of Land and Tax (and other offi- 
cial) sales, and the question must frequently 
arise of how far such ordinances are in harmony 
with the Territories Real Property Act, or can 
be enforced with due reference thereto; 

That it is an anomoly that with the other 
powers of legislation now possessed by the as- 
sembly the power of legislating upon the regis- 
tration of Land Titles should be wanting.

Some new white was 
sold up north at 74 cents, which is considerably 
below what it opened last year. The oat crop 
is not likely to be as large as last year, and it 
is now said that the pe acreage is smaller. 
The reports received from Manitoba say that 
the weather there is favorable for growing crops 
and the prospects are promising.
